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THE VAI I E OF FASTING 


(Volunteers from the physiological 
8epartrr.ent of the University of Chi­ 
cago have proved conclusively, through 
a long series of experiments, that 
fasting, “honestly carried out over a 
period of many days, or weeks, ac­ 
tually rejuvenates certain hotly pro­ 
cesses, restores impaired vigor and 
improves the digestive organs.” 
Probably there is nothing new in 
Ibis. 
The value of fasting has been 
known for a long time. 
The chief 
difficulty about it is to exercise the 
virtue. 
Fasting imposed in ancient 
religious rituals may have been as 
much a hygienic measure enforced by 
the most powerful of motives and in­ 
fluences. 
Animals, we have reason to 
believe, fast by instinct; but man can 
not always perform 
the feat even 
when he is cautioned thereto by rea­ 
son. 
The vast variety of modern foods, 
the varied and multitudinous forms 
in which they are prepared, and the 
large mimber of tempting dishes on 
display make it difficult for man to 
control his appetite. The tendency of 
modern times, especially with those 
who have got past middle life, is to 
cat more than the system requires, 
and to them occasional fasting as well 
es moderate eating would be a benefit. 
But these experiments show that 
Peen young men, active and still in 
the process of cell-building, can also 
profit from giving their stomach a 
rest, the tendency among them being 
to overload the stomach with trashy 
material and at odd hours, thus de­ 
stroying the natural appetite.

Less than a century and a half ago. 
wh#»n Burke made this statm ent In 
parliament, he feared he would be ac­ 
cused of exaggeration when he stated 
the population of the colonies as two 
and a half millions; now the popula­ 
tion of the United States is 110.000,000 
—40,000.000 of which have been added 
during the last quarter century. 
'A quarter of a century ago, before 
the last forty millions were added to 
our population, excessive wealth and 
excessive poverty were practically un­ 
known. 
Both of these always tend to 
increase aa the population Increaser. 
Rack In those days every village and 
town contained dozens of vacant lots, 
and great commons where the vll^ige 
cows grazed and where tlte circus an­ 
nually pit died Its tents. 
Houses, In 
those days, were close enough together 
for company, and far enough apart for 
privacy. Children had plenty of space 
for baseball games; plenty of woods 
In which to go wild-flowering and nut­ 
ting: plenty of clean streams In which 
to chase crawfish and minnows. 
The Inst forty millions have changed 
all that, 
Vacant lots are becoming 
fewer each year; people in towns and 
villages no longer keep cows, because 
It la ton hard to find pasturage for 
them ; wild flowers are becoming so 
scarce that we no longer encourage 
children to pick them; nut trees have 
been cut off to such an extent that 
a boy is fortunate to gather a quart 
where a boy of the earlier day could 
have gathered bushels.

The ultimate result 
of u rapidly 
shooting population is a crowded coun­ 
try such as Chinn now is. 
The next 
forty millions will not crowd us as 
badly as China is crowded; hut it wifi 
crowd us altogether too much for com­ 
fort. 
It seems high tittie for us to 
realize that an Increased population Is 
not an unmixed blessing.
